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Dr.  and  Mrs.  James  H.  Storm  Family  Endowed 
Scholarship  Fund  Surpasses  $100,000  Mark

Immediately  following  the  June 
1999  death  of  Dr.  James  H.  Storm, 
pastor  emeritus  of  Summerville 
Baptist  Church,  members  of  the 
church,  family,  and  friends  estab- 
lished an  endowed  scholarship  at 
Charleston  Southern  University  to 
honor  the  Storm  family's  lifelong 
commitment  to  the  church,  commu- 
nity, and  CSU.  Initially  a  $15,000 
campaign,  the  fund  has  grown 
beyond  anyone's  expectation  to 
$106,000. 

A  leadership  committee,  led  by 
Mayor  Berlin  G.  Myers,  began  by 
contacting  close  friends  and  associ- 
ates of  the  Storms.  Within  weeks,  it 
was  obvious  that  their  goal  of 
$15,000  was  too  low.  The  response 
was  so  great  that  the  endowment 
fund  grew  to  $30,000  by  the  end  of 
the  summer.  By  late  October,  the 
fund  had  doubled,  totaling  $60,000 
in  gifts  and  pledges. 

"A  minimum  of  seven  endowed 
scholarships,  earmarked  for  CSU 


students  majoring  in  church  related 
vocations,  are  a  fitting  tribute  to  a 
couple  who  loved  young  people 
and  devoted  their  lives  to  Jesus 
Christ,"  said  Mayor  Myers. 

Reverend  and  Mrs.  Storm  came 
to  Summerville  in  1955  to  assume 
leadership  of  Summerville  Baptist 
Church,  which  had  fewer  than  400 
members.  Over  the  next  30  years, 
they  saw  it  grow  to  over  2,000  mem- 
bers to  become  Summerville' s 
largest  church.  In  addition,  several 
mission  churches  were  begun, 
including  Old  Fort  Baptist  Mission 
and  Oakbrook  Baptist  Mission. 

"The  Storms  have  been  an  influ- 
ence in  this  area  for  many  years," 
said  Dr.  Jairy  C.  Hunter,  president 
of  CSU.  "He  was  a  personal  friend 
and  mentor  of  mine  and  helped 
Charleston  Southern  University 
from  its  earliest  beginnings  in 
1964." 

Storm  was  asked  by  Dr.  John  A. 
Hamrick  to  serve  as  a  member  of 


the  steering  committee  to  found  the 
Baptist  College  at  Charleston,  now 
known  as  CSU.  Storm  was  elected 
secretary  of  the  first  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  college's  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Throughout  the  years, 
Summerville  Baptist  Church  has 
remained  closely  tied  with  CSU, 
serving  as  a  "church  away  from 
home"  for  many  of  its  students. 
"Dr.  Storm  was  a  driving  force 
behind  much  of  the  growth  at 
CSU,"  said  Hunter.  "It  is  very  fit- 
ting that  his  wife,  family,  and  many 
of  his  friends  want  to  support  what 
he  started  at  the  University." 

Dr.  Storm  was  named  pastor 
emeritus  of  Summerville  Baptist 
upon  his  retirement  after  30  years  of 
service.  In  his  retirement  years,  he 
maintained  his  vital  ministry  in 
preaching,  counseling  and  mentor- 
ing others  along  the  journey  of 
Christian  faith  and  service.  Mrs. 
Storm  was  an  integral  part  of  the 
CSU  family  for  many  years,  serving 
as  an  assistant  reference  librarian 
from  the  mid-1960s  until  she  retired 
in  1976. 

"These  funds  will  provide  a 
minimum  of  seven  $1000  scholar- 
ships annually  for  students  from 
Summerville  and  the  surrounding 
area  who  are  interested  in  pursuing 
a  degree  in  youth  ministry  or  other 
church  related  vocations,"  said 
Hunter.  To  remain  eligible  for  the 
scholarship,  students  must  maintain 
a  minimum  2.5  GPA.

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TUDENT  ATTENDS 
FBI  ACADEMY

Kristin  Morrow  is  intrigued 
with  what  makes  rapists  and 
murderers  commit  heinous 
crimes.  You  could  say  the  senior 
majoring  in  criminal  justice 
desires  to  one  day  have  a  job  like 
Clarice  Starling,  the  character 
Jodie  Foster  played  in  the  movie, 
"Silence  of  the  Lambs." 

But  Morrow  knows  the  reali- 
ty of  the  business:  "you  don't 
become  an  FBI  agent  at  23  years 
old,"  and  you  can't  get  a  degree 
in  profiling,  the  duty  which 
Starling  performed  as  an  FBI 
agent  in  the  movie. 

To  get  a  kick-start  on  her 
career,  Morrow  spent  last  sum- 
mer participating  in  the  FBI's 
Honors  Internship  Program, 
which  offers  students  an  insid- 
er's view  to  FBI  operations  and 
provides  an  opportunity  to 
explore  the  many  career  oppor- 
tunities within  the  bureau.  The 
program  seeks  college  juniors 
and  graduate  students  who  pos- 
sess strong  academic  credentials, 
outstanding  character,  a  high 
degree  of  motivation  and  the 
ability  to  represent  the  FBI  upon 
returning  to  their  campus. 

"It  was  a  14-page  applica- 
tion... You  had  to  write  an  essay 
about  your  interest  in  the  pro- 
gram; and  you  had  to  submit  ref- 
erences," Morrow  said. 

After  submitting  the  applica- 
tion, she  was  interviewed;  fami- 
ly, friends  and  acquaintances 
were  interviewed;  she  was  given 
a  polygraph  and  a  drug  test,  and 
then  she  waited... and 


waited... and  waited  for  the 
results. 

The  bureau's  web  site  states 
that  "due  to  the  very  selective 
and  highly  competitive  nature  of 
the  Honors  Internship  Program, 
a  limited  number  are  awarded 
each  summer." 

"The  FBI  has  perhaps  the 
most  competitive  internship 
selection  process  of  any  that  I 
have  seen  in  the  18  years  that  I 
have  supervised  criminal  justice 
interns,"  said  Dr.  Elizabeth 


McConnell,  associate  professor  of 
criminal  justice  and  chair  of  the 
department. 

Because  of  the  limited  num- 
ber of  spaces,  small  states  like 
South  Carolina  are  only  allowed 
one  student  participant  in  the 
program.  After  months  of  wait- 
ing, Morrow  was  chosen  as  that 
lone  student  and  the  first  from 
CSU. 

"It  was  really  impressive  to 
be  selected  as  the  only  person  in 
the  state,"  Morrow  said.

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"Without  a  doubt  she  is  the 
'best  of  the  best.'  She  was  select- 
ed to  represent  the  state  through 
a  process  that  involved  elimina- 
tion at  three  levels,  i.e.,  regional, 
state  and  then  the  final  decision 
was  made  by  FBI  headquarters 
personnel,"  said  McConnell. 

During  the  summer, 
McConnell  visited  Morrow  at  FBI 
headquarters  and  got  an  oppor- 
tunity to  check  on  her  progress. 

"Her  internship  provided  the 
opportunity  for  me  to  meet  and 
work  with  FBI  headquarters  per- 
sonnel, all  of  which  is  important 
in  gaining  recognition  for  CSU," 
said  McConnell. 

While  many  of  Morrow's 
duties  at  the  FBI  were  top  secret, 
she  was  able  to  share  what  her 
primary  responsibility  was  dur- 
ing the  summer.  She  and  another 
intern  were  responsible  for 
updating  the  bureau's  drug  dis- 
play. To  do  this  she  had  to 
research  the  FBI's  involvement  in 
drug  law  enforcement. 

In  a  paper  submitted  to 
McConnell  for  internship  credit, 
Morrow  documented  some  inter- 
esting facts  about  America's  drug 
trafficking  problem. 

She  wrote:  "Up  to  14,000 
pounds  of  drugs  enter  the  United 
States  each  day.  Enhanced  meth- 
ods of  detection  have  forced 
criminals  to  develop  new,  inno- 
vative methods  of  smuggling 
drugs  into  our  boarders." 

For  example,  "A  drug  organi- 
zation used  a  beverage  called 
Malta  (similar  to  Coke)  as  an 
attempt  to  disguise  a  shipment  of 
cocaine.  Instead  of  being  sold  in  a 
drug  deal,  the  shipment,  which 
contained  diluted  cocaine,  was 
mistakenly  placed  in  a  store.  A 
man  purchased  the  beverage  and 
died  from  the  consumption  of 
cocaine."

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1974  Grad  Named  General

Charleston  Southern 
University  has  its  first  General 
Officer.  Last  November, 
Secretary  of  Defense  William 
Cohen  announced  the  list  of  new 
Air  Force  Brigadier  Generals.  On 
that  list  of  40  General  selects  was 
Colonel  Arthur  J.  Rooney  jr.,  a 
1974  graduate  of  Baptist  College. 
"He  is  the  first  graduate  of  the 
CSU  ROTC  program  to  make 
General,"  said  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Luke  Howard,  the  cur- 
rent commander  of  CSU's 
AFROTC  program. 

Colonel  Rooney  is  a  native  of 
Charleston.  He  graduated  from 
St.  Andrews  High  School  in  1970 
and  originally  attended  The 
Citadel  but  was  forced  to  transfer 
once  it  was  discovered  that  he 
was  married.  "Yes,  someone 
opened  their  mouth,"  said  Helen 
Rooney  his  wife  of  25  years. 
Marriage  is  not  allowed  for 
cadets  at  The  Citadel.  "When  I 
got  to  Baptist  College  from  The 
Citadel,  the  ROTC  program  was 
so  new,  they  were  thrilled  that  I 
already  knew  how  to  march," 
said  Colonel  Rooney. 

If  making  General  weren't 
impressive  enough,  Colonel 
Rooney  made  General  from  a 
career  as  a  logistician.  In  a  serv- 
ice dominated  by  aviators,  this  is 
a  significant  achievement.  "I 
may  be  the  first  graduate  of 
Baptist  College's  AFROTC  pro- 
gram to  make  general,  but  I 
know  I  am  the  first  logistics 
group  commander  from 
Charleston  to  make  it,"  he  said. 
Colonel  Rooney  served  as  the 
437th  Logistics  Group 
Commander  at  Charleston  AFB 
from  1995  to  1997.  Colonel 


Rooney' s  dynamic  leadership 
while  at  Charleston  AFB  is  one  of 
the  reasons  for  the  successful 
deployment  of  the  AF's  newest 
airlifter,  the  C-17  Globemaster. 

"I  have  very  fond  memories 
of  Baptist  College  and  ROTC," 
said  Colonel  Rooney  from  his 
office  at  the  Pentagon.  Colonel 
Rooney  was  the  associate  director 
for  Logistics  Resources,  Deputy 
Chief  of  Staff,  Installations  and 
Logistics,  at  Headquarters,  U.S. 
Air  Force.  With  the  new  promo- 
tion came  a  new  job.  Colonel 
Rooney  and  his  wife  were  trans- 
ferred in  January  to  Ramstein  Air 
Base,  Germany,  where  he  became 
chief  of  logistics  for  the  U.S.  Air 
Force  in  Europe.  "I  really 
enjoyed  my  time  at  Baptist 
College.  The  campus  was  small, 
and  everyone  was  very  friendly. 
The  classes  were  so  small  that 


you  really  had  to  know  your 
material.  You  couldn't  bluff  the 
professors,"  he  said. 

Colonel  Rooney  comes  from 
a  military  family  and  grew  up  in 
Charleston.  His  mom  and  dad, 
(Ellen  and  Art  Rooney)  live  West 
of  the  Ashley.  "Mom  and  Dad 
had  everyone  at  Ashley  River 
Baptist  Church  praying  for  me," 
he  said. 

"This  is  a  big  deal  for  us  here 
at  CSU,"  said  Lieutenant  Colonel 
Howard.  "Our  ROTC  program  is 
young  compared  to  other  univer- 
sities and  colleges  around  the 
nation,  and  to  have  our  first 
graduate  to  make  the  rank  of 
General  is  a  super  achievement. 
We  are  hoping  to  invite  General 
Rooney  down  this  spring  to  be 
our  guest  speaker  at  our  annual 
cadet  dining  out."

Tim  Rice  '88,  works  with  people  from  around  the 
world  on  a  daily  basis  as  director  of  the  Seafarer's 
Ministry  for  the  Charleston  Baptist  Association. 
Recently  he's  been  traveling  the  world  as  well. 

And  if  you're  looking  for  a  life  changing  experience, 
Rice  is  challenging  you  to  accompany  him  on  his  second 
trip  to  Romania. 

Rice  will  be  team  leader  for  a  group  working  in 
three  cities:  Constantsa,  Braila  and  Galati.  The  team  will 
be  involved  in  ministries  with  students,  youth,  medical 
clinics,  teaching  English  and  evangelism. 

The  team  also  needs  a  professor  to  participate  in  an 
apologetics  conference  at  a  Romanian  university.  This 
person  will  need  to  have  knowledge  of  Orthodox  and 
Communist  beliefs  and  be  able  to  defend  the  Christian 
faith. 

On  a  previous  trip  to  Romania,  Rice  worked  with 
the  Constantsa  Seafarer's  Ministry,  visiting  widows  of 
sailors,  teaching  English  and  helping  organize  the  1 -year- 
old  ministry  center.  "I  hope  to  return  to  the  same  center 
and  do  similar  work  this  summer,"  said  Rice. 

Worried  that  you  don't  have  any  special  missions 
training  and  don't  speak  Romanian?  No  problem. 
Interpreters  will  travel  with  the  team  at  all  times.  And

only  those  working  in  the  medical  clinics  need  special 
training.  Rice  said,  "We  need  nursing  students,  doctors, 
pharmacists  and  dentists.  We  also  need  medical  supplies 
like  aspirin,  Tylenol,  cough  and  cold  remedies,  vitamins, 
children's  medicines,  bandages,  rubbing  alcohol,  etc." 
The  medical  personnel  will  not  be  able  to  supply  pre- 
scription medications. 

The  trip  is  scheduled  for  Aug.  31  -  Sept.  12 
and  is  organized  through  the  South  Carolina 
Baptist  Convention's  partnership  with  Romania 
which  is  in  its  third  and  final  year.  The  cost  for 
the  trip  is  $1,990  per  person  and  includes  round 
trip  air  travel  from  Charleston  to  Bucharest, 
ground  transportation,  hotel  accommodations 
and  meals. 

A  $200  deposit  is  due  when  you  apply 
through  the  International  Mission  Board  as  a 
missions  volunteer  with  the  remaining  balance 
due  60  days  before  the  trip. 

A  mandatory  training  session  will  be  held 
in  Columbia  in  June  for  all  participants.  Team 
members  will  meet  one  more  time  before  depar- 
ture.

When  There's  No 
Place  Called  Home

In  1998,  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the 
Census  reported  that  35.6  million 
people  lived  in  poverty  in  1997;  40 
percent  of  those  were  children. 


Many  who  are  poor  are  only  an  ill- 
ness, an  accident,  or  a  paycheck 
away  from  being  homeless.  People 
do  not  understand  the  severity  of 


poverty  and  homelessness.  Media 
reports  of  a  growing  economy  and 
low  unemployment  mask  a  number 
of  important  reasons  why  homeless- 
ness persists. 

During  this  past  Interterm,  Dr. 
David  Naylor,  professor  of  sociolo- 
gy and  behavioral  science  depart- 
ment chair,  offered  a  class  for  stu- 
dents to  learn  more  about  this 
growing  problem  in  America.

Students  studied  homelessness  from 
the  social,  political,  and  economic 
views.  "I  wanted  to  give  students  a 
better  understanding  of  the  tragedy 
of  homelessness  in  our  society  and 
offer  the  experience  of  how  easy 
and  satisfying  it  is  to  volunteer  and 
give  back  to  the  community," 
Naylor  said. 

The  Interterm  class  volunteered 
at  the  Interfaith  Crisis  Ministries. 
The  Interfaith  Crisis  Ministries 
offers  shelter  to  men,  women  and 
children,  and  provides  food  and 
health  care  for  them.  With  the  help 
of  donations  and  hardworking  vol- 
unteers, the  shelter  is  currently 
housing  about  100  men  each  night 
and  12-15  women. 

Crisis  Ministries  is  known  all 
over  Charleston  for  its  soup  kitchen, 
open  daily  from  11:30  to  12:30. 
There  is  no  requirement  concerning 
who  may  eat  there,  and  volunteers 
serve  between  250  and  300  people 
every  day.  Area  churches  and 
organizations  sign  up  to  cook  and 
serve  on  various  days  of  the  month. 

While  volunteering  at  Crisis 
Ministries,  students  had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  work  in  the  kitchen  with 
the  other  volunteers.  We  did  many 
tedious  jobs  like  rolling  silverware 
into  napkins,  breaking  lettuce  for  a 
salad,  making  tea,  and  mixing 
mashed  potatoes. 

It  was  really  interesting  to  see 
the  people  and  their  "attitude  of 
gratitude"  when  we  served  them.  I 
know  I  saw  one  man  come  through 
about  four  times,  and  he  would 
always  say  thank  you  for  the  food. 
Sometimes  I  think  we  could  use  that 
same  attitude,  yes,  even  for  CAF 
food.  Many  people  do  not  have  it 
as  good  as  we  do. 

There  are  many  rules  at  Crisis 
Ministries  that  help  to  keep  things 


under  control.  One  rule  is  that  men 
are  not  allowed  inside  the  building 
during  the  day  unless  they  work  at 
night  and  sleep  in  the  day,  or  it  is 
extremely  cold  outside.  The  women 
are  allowed  inside  but  are  not 
allowed  to  take  naps.  These  rules 
are  to  encourage  the  men  and 
women  to  look  for  jobs  and  hope- 
fully find  work. 

Another  part  of  Crisis 
Ministries  is  the  Family  Center. 
This  center  is  for  women  and  their 
children.  Couples  who  are  legally 
married  may  also  stay  there.  They 
are  given  a  cubicle  with  beds  for 
each  family  or  woman,  and  given 
three  meals  a  day.  The  children  are 
required  to  attend  school,  and 
grants  make  it  possible  to  send  the 
toddlers  to  daycare.  Many  of  us 
were  given  the  opportunity  to 
observe  the  mothers  and  children  in 
the  shelter. 

Another  student,  Kathleen 
Spitzer,  said,  "At  first  it  was  intimi- 
dating, but  I  soon  became  relaxed 
and  went  to  work  to  help  improve 
the  lives  of  those  at  the  shelter." 

Clothing  is  something  we  all 
complain  about  from  time  to  time. 
Often  I  look  in  my  closet  and  think 
of  how  much  more  I  wish  I  had, 
when  my  closet  is  already  full.  I 
often  take  for  granted  all  the  things 
I  do  have,  and  I  forget  about  what 
some  others  may  not  have.  The 
clothing  ministry  at  Crisis 
Ministries  is  plentiful  and  still 
growing.  One  day  several  students 
worked  in  the  donation  center  fold- 
ing blankets,  lots  of  them! 

Another  day,  Dr.  Naylor,  anoth- 
er girl  and  I  spent  the  morning  sort- 
ing clothes  into  categories  (men, 
women,  etc.).  Someone  brought 
some  blankets,  toothbrushes,  and 
things  to  the  center. 


The  health  clinic  is  a  critical  part 
of  Crisis  Ministries  and  several  stu- 
dents helped  sort  paperwork  for 
them.  In  order  to  help  the  staff  pre- 
pare statistics  for  a  federal  grant, 
one  morning  the  whole  class  sorted 
through  health  reports  and  tallied 
up  illnesses  for  1999.  Many  of  the 
patients  who  come  to  the  clinic  are 
not  homeless,  but  for  many  reasons 
cannot  afford  health  care.  Upper 
respiratory  infections  were  among 
the  most  common  illnesses  treated 
at  the  clinic. 

Volunteering  at  the  shelter  is 
one  of  the  most  rewarding  things 
you  will  ever  do.  "This  Interterm's 
class  was  a  truly  wonderful  group 
of  students  to  work  with.  The  com- 
bination of  class  and  field  work  is 
really  how  teaching  should  be  all 
the  time,"  Naylor  said. 

If  you  only  volunteer  for  a  day, 
I  encourage  you  to  do  it.  It  teaches 
so  many  lessons  and  values.  The 
most  important  thing  I  have  learned 
through  the  various  ministries  I've 
been  involved  in  is  this:  people  are 
people,  young  or  old,  black  or 
white,  Christian  or  not,  rich  or  poor! 
We  all  need  Jesus,  and  we  all  need 
love!

Bagwell  announces 
retirement  after 
35  years  at  CSU

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After  a  career  spanning  more 
than  35  years  at  CSU,  Howard 
Bagwell,  the  only  athletic  director 
the  school  has  ever  had, 
announced  his  retirement,  effec- 
tive May  31,  2000. 

"This  was  a  hard  decision  for 
me,"  said  Coach  Bagwell.  "I  love 
what  I  do  here.  There's  no  other 
profession  that  I  ever  imagined 
myself  doing.  I  had  second 
thoughts  about  retiring,  but  it's 
the  right  time  for  my  family  and 
myself.  I  have  been  fortunate  to 
work  for  good  people  throughout 
my  career,  starting  with  the 
superintendent  who  picked  me 
up  hitchhiking  52  years  ago,  just 
before  I  graduated  from  Furman, 
and  gave  me  my  first  coaching 
job,  right  up  to  Dr.  (Jairy)  Hunter 
here  at  CSU." 

Bagwell  has  worked  at 
Charleston  Southern  since  the 
school  first  opened  its  doors  in 
1964.  He  founded  the  athletic 
program  that  year  with  only  five 
sports  at  the  NAIA  level,  then  led 
the  program  into  the  NCAA 
Division  I  ranks  in  1973.  He 
coached  the  men's  basketball 
team  at  CSU,  in  1965  and  '66, 
leading  the  Buccaneers  to  a  27-16 
record.  To  this  day,  his  .627  win- 
ning percentage  as  basketball 
coach  is  the  highest  for  any  coach 
in  CSU  history. 

Bagwell  also  coached  the  CSU 
track  program  for  20  years  before 
retiring  from  coaching  in  1984. 
During  that  time,  the  CSU  track 
program  was  one  of  the  best  in 
the  state,  compiling  a  263-47 
record. 

"Any  coach  is  only  as  good  as 
the  players  on  the  field,"  said 
Bagwell.  "And  I  have  been  fortu- 


nate enough  to  coach  14  Ail- 
Americans  in  college  and  another 
12  in  high  school.  The  athletes 
are  what  makes  this  job  special." 

Another  of  Bagwell's  major 
accomplishments  was  helping  to 
create  the  Big  South  Conference. 
As  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
league,  Bagwell  helped  form  the 
Division  I  league  in  1983,  along 
with  Dr.  George  Christenberry  of 
Augusta  College.  Baptist  College 
served  as  one  of  the  charter  mem- 
bers. 

During  his  tenure  at  CSU, 
Bagwell's  athletic  department  has 
captured  17  conference  champi- 
onships. In  the  past  four  years, 
CSU  has  sent  four  teams  in  differ- 
ent sports  to  the  NCAA 
Tournament,  including  the  men's 
tennis  team  in  1999. 

"We  will  surely  miss  Coach 
Bagwell  at  CSU  because  he  has 
been  the  driving  force  behind  our 
athletic  program,"  said  president 
Dr.  Jairy  Hunter.  "It  will  be  our 
task  to  ensure  that  the  programs 
he  began  continue  to  flourish  at 
CSU." 

Before  coming  to  Charleston, 
Bagwell  enjoyed  tremendous  suc- 
cess as  a  high  school  coach  in 
upstate  South  Carolina,  coaching 
basketball,  baseball,  football,  and 
track.  In  May  of  1989,  he  was  the 
first  inductee  into  the  Charleston 
Southern  Hall  of  Fame.  In  March 
of  1996,  he  was  inducted  into  the 
South  Carolina  Athletic  Hall  of 
Fame. 

In  addition  to  his  responsibili- 
ties at  CSU,  Bagwell  has  served 
on  the  Dorchester  County  School 
Board  since  1985.  He  also  serves 
on  the  Summerville  YMCA  board 


of  directors  and  is  a  deacon  at  the 
Summerville  Baptist  Church. 

Bagwell,  a  native  of 
Piedmont,  S.C.,  is  a  lifelong  resi- 
dent of  South  Carolina.  He  grad- 
uated from  Furman  University  in 
1948  with  degrees  in  physical 
education,  psychology,  and  soci- 
ology. He  received  his  master  in 
education  from  Furman  in  1965. 
He  is  married  to  Dr.  Joyce 
Bagwell,  who  has  been  the  direc- 
tor of  the  Earthquake  Education 
Center  at  Charleston  Southern  for 
34  years. 

According  to  President 
Hunter,  a  search  committee  com- 
prised of  staff,  faculty,  and  stu- 
dent-athletes will  be  formed  to 
seek  out  Charleston  Southern's 
next  athletic  director.  "During 
the  time  of  transition  following 
Coach  Bagwell's  retirement,"  said 
Dr.  Hunter,  "Dean  Rick  Brewer 
will  serve  as  acting  athletic  direc- 
tor until  a  replacement  can  be 
found." 

Brewer,  dean  of  students,  has 
served  as  chair  of  the  University's 
Athletic  Task  Force  since  1991, 
provided  leadership  for  the 
University's  NCAA  certification 
in  1995,  and  has  served  as  a  sen- 
ior administrative  officer  for  ath- 
letics and  student  development 
since  1996. 

"Consistent  leadership  in  our 
athletic  program  is  critical  as  we 
prepare  for  our  NCAA  recertifica- 
tion  in  2004,"  said  Brewer.  "We 
will  accept  the  challenges  of  find- 
ing the  resources  and  staffing  our 
athletic  program  deserves  as  we 
facilitate  a  competitive  NCAA 
Division  I  program  in  the  days 
and  years  ahead."

A  TRIBUTE

He  never  sought  the  limelight 
and  seldom  stood  in  its  focus.  His 
total  purpose  as  a  member  of  the 
team  who  brought  a  new  college  to 
the  Lowcountry  was  to  make  certain 
that  the  institution  be  grounded  on 
firm  foundations  for  excellence  in  the 
academic.  The  years  have  proved  his 
genius  in  knowing  how  to  build  a 
firm  and  lasting  academic  base  for 
this  institution. 

Dr.  John  A.  Barry  Jr's  title  was  Vice  President  for 
Academic  Affairs.  He  wrote  the  first  catalog,  and  it  was  his 
clear  understanding  of  what  was  essential  in  achieving 
accreditation  for  the  school  as  soon  as  possible  that  cleared 
the  way  to  gaining  recognition  by  the  Southern  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Schools  in  exactly  the  required  amount  of 
time. 

Dr.  Barry's  astute  assessment  of  matters  concerning  the 
academic  was  the  component  that  became  the  anchor  mat 
held  whenever  questions  arose  as  to  faculty  or  to  courses, 
because  his  judgement  was  highly  respected.  It  was  this 
unquestioned  quality  of  the  academic  structure  that  held 
this  institution  together  during  the  difficult  years.  He  was 
known  to  be  always  fair  in  judgements,  compassionate  and 
understanding.  Faculty,  students  and  staff  considered  him 
a  true  friend,  ready  at  any  time  to  listen  and  help  if  needed. 

Dr.  Barry  was  greatly  respected  by  students,  and  one 
year  a  club  of  young  men  awarded  him  the  title,  "Mr. 
Education."  But  he  did  not  seek  recognition,  for  it  was  his 
ideal  through  his  19  years  as  head  of  academics,  that  as  he 
saw  the  framework  of  the  academic  structure  and  the  stan- 
dards of  excellence  he  set  take  root  and  become  firm  reali- 
ties, that  he  could  gradually  step  back,  and  the  college  he 
loved  so  much  would  forge  ahead,  continuing  always  to 
remember  the  ideals  he  tried  to  instill  and  be  faithful  to  the 
Biblical  command  inscribed  on  the  college  seal.  "Go  ye 
therefore  and  teach." 


Because  of  Dr.  Barry,  many  of  us  were  enabled  to  see 
The  Christ  more  clearly  as  we  worked,  studied  and  strived 
together.  He  set  a  high  example  for  everyone  who  knew 
him.
